afternoon at the Methodist church on 
"Prevention Not Cure,” Dr. Hanson 
sues. cd the importance of treating 
the child on its first inquiry into self- 
lit’c intelligently and honestly, and 
called attention to the fact th at ’’the 
child’s inquiry is into self-life and 
not iuto sex-life.” 
T h e first impres­ 
sions on the child's mind becomes a 
perm anent and lasting factor to in­ 
fluence the child in an its develop­ 
ing conceptions of life. Every child 
should have its inquiries treated ser­ 
iously and no falsehood should ever 
be given the child. 
There are only 
a few homes comparatively where the 
parents and children are chums and 
companions and where the parents 
are the children’s confidents.” 
"If the parents would meet the 
child In its early inquiry earnestly 
and t rankly this 
early 
confidence 
would be established and the school 
for the Instruction iii life problems 
would be in the home and not in the 
alley or back yard.” 
Mr. Hanson expressed 
his 
confi­ 
dence in the boy who was given a 
square deal both as to instructions in 
m atters pertaining to his social life 
and the proper invironment. 
He 
said, "It is not the boys or girls fault 
that so many go wrong, b u t parents 
and society’s fault, who th ro u g h ig­ 
norance place the 
pitfall 
in 
the 
child’s path. He also stated th a t tho 
lack of proper instruction in the home 
and school and the wholesome social 
environm ent is largely due to the un ­ 
fo rtu n ate character of public am u se­ 
ments, which combined 
work 
the 
downfall in the child’s life. 
At the evening lecture Dr. Hanson 
dealt with o u r past method of deal-

ing with all our welfare problems 
through the voluntary body, stating 
that there are two essentials for ef­ 
ficiency for welfare work today. The 
first is "we m ust have the departm ent 
in flu1 unit of government so th at it 
becomes public in its scope and a n ­ 
theral ixe iii its action, and second­ 
ly, that departm ent must be divorced 
from politics.” In the past we have 
only been able to 
deal 
with 
the 
wreckage or dependent, with the wel­ 
fare program we deal with the causes 
and thus forestall the wreckage. In 
the past all welfare work has largely 
taken the expression of criticism or 
fault finding, and necessarily so be­ 
cause the com m unity or organization 
was vested with no authority to deal 
with the matter, but with tile Board 
of Public Welfare we cease to 
play I 
the roll of fault finding «nd deal con-; 
structively and authoratively with th e j 
social problem itself. 
Illustrations were 
given 
of 
the; 
practical workings of th e board in 
other cities, illustrating the efflci-; 
eney of such a departm ent both from 
the standpoint of economy as w’ell as I 
social and moral effects.
